ORDER 

APPROVING  AMENDMENT  TO 
CODE  OF  FAIR  COMPETITION 

FOR  THE 

COTTON  TEXTILE  INDUSTRY 

The  Cotton  Textile  Industry  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the 
Executive  Orders  of  July  9,  1933,  and  July  16,  1933,  approving  the 
Code  of  Fair  Competition  for  the  Cotton  Textile  Industry  on  cer- 
tain conditions,  and  in  accordance  with  Section  VI  of  said  Code, 
have  submitted  for  my  approval  the  following  recommendations: 

(a)  There  shall  be  added  at  the  end  of  Section  II  of  the  Code 
of  Fair  Competition  for  the  Cotton  Textile  Industry  the  following : 

"  In  the  case  of  outside  employees  and  cleaners  the  minimum  wage 
shall  not  be  less  tluan  7;")%  of  the  Standard  mininunn  wage  herein- 
above set  forth.  In  the  case  of  employees  in  the  Industry  who  are 
partially  incapacitated  by  reason  of  age,  injury,  incompetenc3%  or 
infirmity  the  minimum  wage  shall  be  not  less  than  80%  of  the  stand- 
ard minimum  wage  hereinabove  set  fortli,  ])rovided  tliat  such  em- 
ployees employed  by  any  one  employer  shall  not  exceed  4%  of  the 
total  number  of  his  employees,  and  further  tluit  as  a  condition  to  the 
employment  of  such  employees  the  Cotton  Textile  National  Indus- 
trial Relations  Board  may  require  sucli  certificate  as  it  may  find 
advisable  with  relation  thereto." 

(b)  There  shall  be  added  at  the  end  of  tlie  first  ]jaragraph  of 
Section  III  of  the  Code  of  Fair  Competition  of  the  Cotton  Textile 
Industry  the  folknving : 
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"  In  the  case  of  outside  employees,  employers  in  the  Cotton  Textile 
Industry  shall  not  operate  on  a  schedule  of  hours  of  labor  in  excess 
of  44  hours  per  week,  except  in  cases  of  emergency.  In  the  case  of 
cleaners,  no  employer  in  the  Cotton  Textile  Industry  shall  operate 
on  a  schedule  of  hours  of  labor  in  excess  of  44  hours  per  week." 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  said  Executive  Orders 
and  by  Section  VI  of  the  Code,  I  hereby  approve  said  recommenda- 
tions and  order  that  beginning  January  1,  1934,  they  become  effective 
as  part  of  the  Code.
